A set of Sash or Blinds indicates more than two pieces 
and order should be accompanied with elevation.

Proper nouns are not used except in a legitimate manner when 
they represent proper nouns, such as the names of railroads.

The following alphabetical key will enable everyone to readily 
translate a message written in cipher by referring to the page 
indicated. To ensure safety, it is better to look up each word 
-and write out its meaning, so that when translated it lies before 
you written out in full.
